The prior art fails to teach or suggest an isolated nucleic acid molecule consisting 
of SEQ ID NO: 1 . The closest nucleic acid sequence found in the prior art had only a 
1 7.7% percent homology to Applicant's SEQ ID N0:1 . Fleischmann et al (Science 
1995) teach the complete genome of H.influenzae strain RD. However, this strain does 
not contain genes for virulence factors, such as the one instantly claimed.
